Nike Zeus Output* 
Granted No Funds 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s decision not to ask 
funds to start limited production 
of

means the United States will be 
without an anti-missile defense for 
at least five more years. 
However, there’s still a chance 
that congressional supporters of 
the Nike Zeus may get some pro­ 
duction money into the defense 
appropriations bill this year. 
The

strong rooters on Capitol Hill. One 
of them, Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
D-S.C., said, “ We have already 
lost too much valuable lead time 
over the Communists in develop­ 
ment and production of this im­ 
portant weapons system.” 
Omission of any Nike Zeus pro­ 
duction funds from the revised de­ 
fense budget 
Kennedy 
sent 
to 
Congress 
Tuesday 
came 
as 
a 
shock to the Army. Some of its 
officials had hoped to get about 
$100 million to start turning out 
long lead items, mostly radar and 
computer parts. 
Kennedy 
said 
nothing at

about the Nike Zeus, but a high 
administration 
official 
said 
the 
anti-missile system has not ad­ 
vanced to the point where it can 
be said with assurance that it 
should be put into production. 
So far, since 1957, the Army has 
spent about $750 million on re­ 
search and development of the 
Nike Zeus, the only U. S. anti­ 
missile missile system beyond the 
drawing board stage. 
Army officials estimate it would 
cost about $9 billion to install 
enough Nike Zeus launching com­ 
plexes to protect key strategic 
bases and centers of industry and 
population. 
Unless the Kennedy administra 
tion undergoes a change of heart, 
the Army will have to wait at 
least another year before any pro­ 
duction money is included in the 
next regular budget — and there 
is no assurance it will he then. 
Since the Army claims it could 
deploy some Nike Zeus batteries 
four years after a go-ahead on 
long lead production, this means 
a wait of at least five years — 
until 1966 at the earliest — before 
a defense against Soviet missiles 
would he in place.

UNITED NATIONS, N Y . (A P)

A. Gromyko’s delay in leaving for

WASHINGTON (A P)—President 
Kennedy today proposed govern­ 
ment insurance of 25-year home 
improvement loans as a new way 
of rebuilding rundown neighbor­ 
hoods without federal handouts. 
This was the surprise item in 
a $3.2-billion housing hill which 
Kennedy sent to Congress. 
Also called for were step-ups un 
low-cost public housing, urban re­ 
newal and housing for the elderly, 
plus experimental 40-year, non- 
do’vnpayment FHA mortgages for 
families of moderate income. 
Most of the items were spelled 
out in Kennedy’s special housing 
message to Congress on March 9. 
However, only a vague hint was 
given them of the far-reaching 
character of the improvement loan 
proposal. 
Tile 25-yeaf loan would carry a 
maximum interest rate of 6 per 
cent and could total up to $10,000 
per family living unit. Present 
improvement loans insured by th* 
Federal 
Housing 
Administration 
run for only five years, carry a 
rate of 9.4 per cent and ara sub­ 
ject to $3,500 ceiling. 
Improvement funds could ba ad­ 
vanced in the form of first or sec­ 
ond mortgages or other types of 
loans and would he available in 
all sections, although basic terms 
would be the same everywhere. 
Officials are hopeful that if Con­ 
gress approves, the program will 
become the major weapon in at­ 
tacking urban blight, without fed­ 
eral subsidy. 
Housing 
Administrator Robert 
C. Weaver, in a memo to Ken­ 
nedy, said; "We sorely lack today 
the financing devices that 
ara 
needed to support and encourage 
the upgrading of good homes and 
neighborhoods to preserve our ci­ 
ties and protect the living stand­ 
ards of our people." 
Weaver said the entire housing 
bill emphasizes “ the improvement 
of our existing housing supply in­ 
stead of relying primarily on new 
housing construcgion for b e t t e r 
homes, as we have been doing." 
Kennedy’s special message put 
no price tag on the total housing 
program. 
Weaver said the bill 
calls for new spending authority 
of $3 19 billion. Of that amount, 
$1 05 billion would he spent by 
June 30, 1965, and $311 million in 
the 1962 fiscal year which begins 
July I. 
All these outlays would ba is 
addition to those already author­ 
ized. The amount previously au­ 
thorized for fiscal 1962 is $72* 
million.

But a move is afoot to reach 
agreem ent on a new bill. 
Some new approach to the un­ 
employment compensation law is 
needed, 
both 
Republicans 
and 
D em ocrats 
agree, 
because 
the 
amount of money in the once-flush 
com pensation fund shows signs of 
dropping to the danger point. 
The reading of DiSalle’s 
veto 
m essage in the House Tuesday— 
without House action, either way 
to act on the message —brought 
some sharp comments from both 
sides. 
Rep. William W. Milligan, R- 
Shelby, chairm an of the House 
com m ittee which originally drafted 
the bill, recalled D'Salle’s use of 
Shylocks w’ords in his veto m es­ 
sage regarding the a I moat pro­ 
verbial “ pound of flesh.” Quoting 
from 
the 
same 
Shakespearean 
play. “ The Merchant of Venice.” 
Milligan cracked back. “ The Dev­ 
il can cite Scripture for his pur­ 
pose.” 
Retorted DiSalie: ‘If they (the 
Republicans) don’t even m ake an 
attem pt to override the veto, ITI 
never let them hear the end of 
it. I will 
be forced to 
conclude 
that they don’t have faith in their 
own bill, that they actually didn’t 
want it. 
that 
they were actually 
courting a veto.” 
DiSalle. along w ith other Demo­ 
crats and organized labor, ipposed 
the Republican-drafted unem ploy­ 
ment compensation bill on grounds 
that, under the guise of giving the 
long - tim e 
unemployed extended 
benefits, P e provisions m ade 
it 
harder for the jobless 
to collect 
state paym ents 
“ The governor’s m essage,” said 
Milligan, “ betrays his preoccupa­ 
tion with the failure of his (bene­ 
fic extension effort in N ovem ber” 
during a special legislative ses­ 
sion. He added the situation ap­ 
pears to be one of reverse log­ 
rolling: 
“ You wouldn’t vote for 
my bill, so ITI veto yours.” 
Milligan openly invited Demo­ 
cratic legislative leaders and the 
governor to sit down with the Re­ 
publicans to determ ine the jobless 


pay issues on which both parties 
can agree. 
“I don’t think there s any ques­ 
tion,” Milligan asserted, “that the 
fund is going to run out of money 
if we keep on at this rate. Here's 
a startling statistic: By April 15, 
the 
Bureau 
of 
Unemployment 
Compensation will have paid out 
in benefits more money than it 
expects to collect in the entire 
year from employer premiums.” 
One of the main objections of 
labor and the Democrats to the 
Republican bill was on a provi­ 
sion which 
would “trigger” 
ex­ 
tended jobless benefits beyond the 
regular 26 weeks. The trigger pro­ 
vided extended benefits at any 
time the number of jobless ex­ 
ceeded 6 per cent of the covered 
workers, 
statewide, 
for 
three 
straight m onths. 
Milligan now is considering a 
shift in the “ trigger” whcih would 
bring it into play any time the 
num ber of workers who have ex ­ 
hausted their regular benefits ex­ 
ceeds 35-100ths of one per cent of 
Ohioans covered by the law for 
two consecutive months. The ex­ 
haustion rate now stands at one- 
half of one per cent, he said. 
DiSalle told newsmen the de­ 
pletion of the benefits fund ha* 
been going on for years. He point­ 
ed back to the mid-1950s when a 
J Republican legislature made a re- 


J fund to em plo>ers of about $120 
million from the fund. And. he 
asserted, contributions from em ­ 
ployers to the insurance fund have 
matched paym ents to the jobless 
in only two of the last nine years.

Doctor Shortage Grows 


Last year. the 81 accredited medical 
schools of the nation turned out 7.081 new 
d o c t o r s , which was only 104 m ore than 
in* 1955. But the United States had gained IO 
million in population during the five-year 
period’. 
. 
There are now only 132 doctors for 100.- 
000 people. This is regarded as a mini­ 
mum^ Ye,£ plans to hold to this ratio by 
stepping up the num ber of doctor gradu­ 
ates Th proportion to population increase 
are not yet even in the planning stage. 
Five years from now m edical schools 
m ust turn out doctors at the rate of 7,751 a 
year to hold the ratio. By 1980, 10,295 gra­ 
duates will be needed annually. 
In recent years several new m edical 
schools have been opened and som e of the 
old ones have expanded their facilities. 
But an estim ated 37 new schools will be 
needed to keep the pace. None of them is 
m aterializing. 
For a time there was hope th at m edical 
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graduates from other nations m ight fill 
the gap. But m ore th an a fourth of them 
f l u n k e d one 
recent 
exam ination to 
m eet our m edical standards. An even larg ­ 
er proportion of foreign doctors taking over­ 
seas exam inations to determ ine eligibil­ 
ity to come to A m erica are not passing. 
M ore than 10.000 foreign doctors and in­ 
ternes are active in the U. S., but that 
source of supply seem s to be drying up. 
T here can be no substitute for A m eri­ 
can m edical schools doctoring the A m eri­ 
can people.

Destruction of Great Empires 


The final result of World War II 
will be the destruction of the great 
empires of the 18th and 19th cen­ 
turies — the Dutch, French, Brit­ 
ish and Portuguese Empires — 
and the establishment of four new 
Empires: 
the 
Soviet 
Universal 
State, the Marxist Sinic Empire, 
the Moslem Empire and the Marx­ 
ist 
Latin 
American 
Confedera­ 
tion. This is the trend in the year 
1961. 
That Portugal is placed in this 
grouping may surprise those who 
do not realize that Portugal, the 
first of the explorers, retained a 
number of colonies and that where­ 
as Portugal lost its greatest colony 
Brazil, the ties between 
the two 
countries have held firm. 
Portugal's colonial empire devel­ 
oped as a result of the great ex­ 
plorations under Prince Henry the 
Navigator (1394-1460). The Portu­ 
guese Empire started in 1415 when 
Ceuta was taken frpm the Moors, 
thus 
establishing 
a 
European 
foothold on the mainland of Africa. 
In 1463. the Portuguese captured

Casablanca and in 1471. Tangier. 
Thus. Portugal became an African 
power. 
To go back to Henry the Nav­ 
igator, who was partly English on 
his mother s side, he was general 
of the Order of Christ, a wealthy, 
crusading order. He diverted its 
funds and its enthusiasms to sci­ 
ence and exploration. His work 
was monumental. The discovery 
of the 
Azores 
brought Portugal 
farther west in the Atlantic. By the 
Treaty of Alcacovas (1480) Portu­ 
gal came into possession of West 
Africa, Guinea, and the islands of 
the Atlantic Ocean. 
The Portuguese, throughout the 
15th century, continued to explore 
the West African coast and move 
up the rivers which they encount- 
pered. 
Portugal became rich be 
cause of these discoveries and sent 
out land expeditions as well, hop­ 
ing to find a land route to Ethio­ 
pia and to India by which they 
could by-pass the rapidly rising 
Moslems. 
It was Vasco da Gama (1498) 
who finally moved on to India, tak­ 
ing advantage of the prior know­ 
ledge of other Portuguese explor­ 
ers. He rounded the Cape of Good 
Hope and sailed on toward the 
M alabar Coast of India. He was 
followed in 1500 by Cabral who 
sailed with 13 ships to establish 
trade between Portugal and the 
East. 
In 1557. they took the island of 
Macao, near Hongkong and Can­ 
ton, establishing a trading center 
with China which still flourishes 
to this day. 
In 1500, Cabral sailed to India 
by way of the Cape Verde Islands.

ed IO days but took posession of 
the country. The Portuguese held 
Brazil until 1822 when it became 
independent. Brazil remained spir­ 
itually related to Portugal, the lan­ 
guage of which continues to be 
spoken in that country. 
Tre Portuguese acquired Goa in 
India which became the center of 
their activities in that part of the 
world. Whereas the British and the 
French have been forced out of In­ 
dia, the Portuguese remain in pos­ 
session of Goa which they have re­ 
fused to give up. 
The Portuguese have never re­ 
garded their African and Asiatic 
holdings as colonies. They 
have 
called them Overseas Provinces. 
The Portuguese intermarried with 
the natives and lived comfortably 
among them. There has been no 
revolt against the Portuguese in 
Macao or Goa but in Angola, in 
Africa, such a revolt is being stir­ 
red up. 
Portugal has no intention of giv­ 
ing 
up any of its territory 
any­ 
where. Just as Cuba has been 
spreading its particular form of 
Marxism throughout Latin Amer­ 
ica, so the Left Wing Congolese 
are moving into Angola to drive 
the Portuguese out. It is part of a 
universal conspiracy to take over 
all the weak spots of the Earth in 
the interest of Marxism. 
Portugal will fight back. It will 
fight for Timor, Macao, Goa, An­ 
gola, for every small island it pos­ 
sesses. Its weapon will be to re­ 
tire from the United Nations which 
means that it will withdraw from 
the W’estern defensive union, leav­ 
ing the United States without im ­ 
portant bases.

(A P)—W omen of 
a south Indian village have proved 
they are better adm inistrators than 
m en. 
The experim ent was tried in the 
seven square - mile M attam palli 
village of Andhra State, with a 
population of 1,710 men and 1,890 
women. 
The 
village 
adm inistration 
is 
conducted by an elected body of el­ 
ders called Panchayats. Women 
have never been adm itted into it. 
Many villagers opposed the entry 
of women into politics last year. 
“ We will not subm it to a petti­ 
coat governm ent,” some shouted. 
But the m ajority view prevailed. 
W omen candidates w ere 
select­ 
ed and to the eight - m an bf>dy, six 
women w ere returned unopposed. 
Men who contested the two other 
seats lost by large m argins. 
Within a 
year, the 
“ petticoat 
rule” produced results. The village 
got its first school, its first cooper­ 
ative society. A spacious children’s 
park and a com munity listening 
radio set enlivened its hitherto chill 
existence. 
The im provement of the lot of 
the untouchables received the top­ 
m ost priority. 
W’ells 
have

sunk to provide drinking w ater for 
them , and loans given to enable 
them to build houses for them ­ 
selves.

The biggest new item would be 
$2.5 billion in authority to commit 
federal funds for urban renewal 
projects. The com m itm ents would 
extend over four years but actual 
spending would continue for IO 
years or longer. 
W eaver said this would “ make 
It possible for our cities and ur­ 
ban areas to plan and develop 
their growth over a reasonably 
long period, instead of a year-to- 
year basis.” 
Congress never has authorized 
urban renewal com m itm ents for 
more than two years in advance. 
The proposed 40-vear loans for 
moderate income families would 
represent 
a 
broadening 
of the 
present program available only to 
those displaced by urban renewal 
projects or other government ac­ 
tion. 
Kennedy would make such loans 
available, 
on 
an 
experim ental 
basis, to all those who can’t af­ 
ford regular FHA m ortgages but 
earn too much to be eligible for 
public housing. 
The program initially would be 
authorized for two years expiring 
the regular FHA maximum inter­ 
est rate of 5Va per cent and w'ould 
run to July I, 1963. 
The 40-year loan would carry 
the regular FHA m axim um inter­ 
est rate of 5 4 per cent and would 
be available for housing on sale 
o r rent. M ortgages would be sub­ 
ject to a ceiling ranging, on a sin­ 
gle fam ily house, from 
$9,000 to 
$15,000—depending on local build­ 
ing costs.

Love Letters 


In Verdict 


CLEVELAND (AP) — In sen­ 
tencing John Max Ladutko Jr., 32, 
to prison for 2 to 40 y e a r s for 
killing his wife and another man, 
Common Pleas Judge Joseph H. 
Silbert made it clear he disagreed 
with the jury verdict. 
“There was no justification for 
these homicides. They were deli­ 
berate 
and 
prem editated,” 
the 
judge told Ladutko Tuesday. “ Two 
young lives were taken for no rea­ 
son . . . It was cold blooded m ur­ 
der.” 
Ladutko had been charged with 
first-degree m urder in the shot­ 
gun slayings Jan. 17 of his es­ 
tranged wife. Nancy. 29, and at­ 
torney Charles D. Johnson, 42. 
The jury of eight women and 
four men found him guilty of m an­ 
slaughter on both counts. Judge 
Silbert ordered Ladutko to serve 
the tw’o l-to-20-year term s con­ 
secutively. 
The prosecution accused Ladut­ 
ko of planning the killings at his 
apartm ent. Ladutko, also an a t­ 
torney. as was his wife, denied 
this. His attorneys said during the 
trial Ladutko fired the shotgun 
w'hen he becam e “ enraged and in­ 
flam ed” on finding the couple in 
a compromising position on a sofa. 
Stephen 
Parry, jury forem an, 
said the jurors felt the state did 
not disprove Ladutko’s story. 
Two letters—one written by Mrs. 
Ladutko to Johnson and the other 
from him to her—-apparently were 
factors in the verdict. One of the 
letters, term ed love letters by the 
defense, was found on the dead 
man and was bloodstained. 
•'The letters were the most im ­ 
portant thing,” one juror, M rs, 
Christine B. Kozloski, told a new s­ 
man. “ We read them over and 
over again.” 
Another 
j u r o r , 
Howard 
J. 
Krause, said the letters “ helped 
to make us believe that they (the 
victim s) could have been in a 
com prom ising position.”

DiSalle Measure 
Designed To Lower 
Boom on Criminals 


C O LU M B U S. Ohio (A P ) — The 
first major bill proposed by Demo­ 
cratic 
Gov. 
Michael V. 
DiSalle 
comes to a vote in the Republican- 
controlled Ohio House today. 


At the same time. the Senate 
votes on 
ratification 
of a 
23rd 
Amendment to the United States 
Constitution, permitting residents 
of the District of Columbia to vote 
for president and vice president. 
The Senate Rules Committee de­ 
cided Tuesday night to schedule 
todays floor action. 


The proposal before the House 
now is on its second trip through 
the legislature Known generally as 
the crim inal conspiracy bill, it is 
designed to lower the boom on big 
shots of crime in the fields of 
gambling, prostitution and illegal 
narcotics. 


The measure prohibits plotting 
to violate the law in those fields 
It sets penalties for conspiracy not 
to exceed the statutory penalty for 
direct law violation 
A somewhat 
broader proposal passed the House 
two years ago. but got hung up 
in the Senate. 


Asked by newsmen his attitude 
toward the modified measure be­ 
fore the House, the governor re­ 
plied: 


“ W e're glad to get it W'e think 
we really need it. There has been 
a general pickup in vice in recent 
months, reports from liquor de­ 
partment 
investigators 
indicate 
The pickup is general — in the 
same old places, but more of it.” 


D iSalle was to state his objec­ 
tions today to a bill, passed by 
the House, which cancels bills to 
responsible relatives before 
1956 
for care of mental patients rn state 
institutions. He was to appear be­ 
fore the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee.

To a lot of Laotians, therefore,

bodies. Yet the Laotians have to 
depend on someone 
The country 
earns only a fraction of i t s ex­ 
penses. 
In I960 its exports totaled $16 
million while its national deficit 
was $33 million, about 20 times 
its export figure.

Laos, most of it for the m ilitary 
forces.

For that reason the United States 
is determined to block them. 
So the Laotians are caught in 
the middle. 
If there is peace in Laos— and 
if the country is divided, as it 
probably will be, since the Reds 
don't usually yield any ground— 
both sides w ill have to work to 
win support..

will 
propagandize

| people in their area, in due time 
maybe the Laotians on both sides 
w ill learn to get

The French had held all of Viet 
Nam from back in the 19th cen 
tury.

1946 to 1954 the French 
fought them. But the French were 
so dainty they didn't 
send any 
draftees to Viet Nam . just volun­ 
teers. 
One t h i n g was sure: T h e y 
weren't 
getting many volunteers 
from among the Vietnamese who 
simply wanted the French out. If 
they volunteered 
it was usually 
with the Communist led rebels in 
the north.
